Frustration over the tendenev of the expcii 
five. Congress and the Supreme Court to dimin 
ish the power of the states may he coming to 
an end 


A constitutional revolution ha« been begun b\ 
state legislatures arms« the country 
For the 
first time since 
1787, the legislatures have 
started a movement fo call a convention which 
rould result in amending the (’onstitution with 
out reouiring approval of Congress 


This method is speciticallv authnri/ed hv the 
Constitution The only requiremenl is that two 
thirds of the legislature« mnsf make a formal 
request to Congress that a constitutional con 
vention be called 


Amendments then adopted hv the corivenlinn 
and ratified by three fourth« of the states would 
become effective without action by Congres« 


The rebellion has arisen largely because the 
SiiDieme Court ordered membership in both 
houses of .state legislatures to be apportioned 
solely on a population basis 


States are not ohjecting to one house of the

Article 5 plainl> savs Congre.ss, "on the ap­ 
plication of the legislatures of Iwothirds of the ' 
several .states, shall call a convention for pro 
posing amendments, which, in either case, shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes, as part of 
this Constitution, when ratified at the legisla­ 
tures of three-fourths of the several states, or 
by conventions in threo-tourths thereof, as the 
one or the other mode of ratifiatinn mav be 
propo«ed by the (’origress " 


At the momenf, 32 legislatures have signed 
petitions 
Other .states are expected lo follow 
shortly to make up the necessary twn-ihirds - 
namely.

If Congre.ss ignored tfip explicit wording of 
the Constitution, the Supreme ('ourt could b# 
asked by the state legisialures to intervene.

A constitutional revolution ha* born begun h\ 
state legislatures acros* the country 
For the 
first 
time since 
1787, 
the 
legislatures have 


started a mr cement to call a convention which 


could result in amending the Constitution with 
out requiring approval of Congress 


This method i* specifically authorized bv the 
Constitution 
The only requirement is that two 
thirds of the legislatures must make a formal 
request to Congress that a constitutional con 
vention be called 


Amendments then adopted bv the convention 
and ratified by three fourth* of the states would 
become effective without action bv Congres* 


The rebellion has arisen largely because the 
Stioreme Court ordered membership in both 
houses of state legislatures to he apportioned 
solely on a population basis. 


States are not objecting to one house of tile 
legislature being chosen in this manner They I 
do insist, however, that the people of a state I 
should have the right to apportion the upper I 
house of the legislature on a basis other than I 
population, just as each state is given two I 
members in the United States Senate

Ie** of the preponderance of population in one I 
state as contrasted with another.
